CONGRESSMAN CANNON THE FAVORITE 


Hie Welcomes the New Member&a, and Helps 
Them to Get Office, While McKinley 
is Cold and Taciturn. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—[{Special.}—One of 
the incidents of the recess is that Major Me- 
Kinley has apparently been made the victim 
of the other speakership candidates, and his 
chances have weakened considorably since the 
adjournment of @% house. When it was ex- 
pected that an extra session would be heM, 
beginning in April, Mr. McKinley ‘was re- 
garded as having the best chance of any of 
those mentioned, with the possible exception 
of Reed. Tho major has been here since the 
adjournment, and, while he has not himself 
been an actiye worker, two or three friends 
have been sounding the new arrivals as they 
came in, andit has developed the fact that 
Major McKinley’s views are not in accord 
with the sentiment of the west, and that his 
support will have to come almost entirely 
from Ohio, New York and Peunsylvania, 
with some scattering support from the 
south, and this vis manifestly - not suf- 
ficient to elect him to the _ position 
he desires. McKinley has been

and has sufferedfrom that fact. He e-deav- 
ors to keep out of-any promises to any of the 
new members, andasaresult has repelled a 
good many who might otherwise have joined 
his forces, had there been something in sight. 
In short, it appears that McKinley has been 
made the victim of Representative Cannon, 
of Lilinois. Cannon has been here, andin_ his 
genial, off hand way, has been boosting along 
every candidate that anew member had on 
his hands for some federal position, and as 
a result he has become a kind ofa champion 
of the new members who do not know how to 
go to work to secure places for their friends. 
This by comparison with McKinley's coldness, 
has given Cannon ay element of strengih that 
he would not have had had the extra session 
been galled immediatley after the adjourn- 
ment of congress.

WASHINGTON, Apyil 19.—As the work of 
fitting out and furnishing the new gunboa 
Yorktown progresses, it is found thatthe ac- 
commodations forthe officers are so limited 
that it will probably be necessary to sacrifice 
to their needs part of the commodious quar- 
ters set aside for the use of thecaptain. This 
work can be done at the navy yard, and with- 
out putting the vessel out of commission. 

The new cruiser Charleston was to have 
started from San Francisco on her trial trip 
today. The intention was totake her as far 
south as San Diego, in order that water might 
be found of sufficient depth to admit of high 
speed.

THE CHARLESTON’S TRIAL. 

There is some anxiety folt at the navy de- 
partment as to the result of the Charleston’s 
trial,as the requirement in the matter of horse- 
power is very severe. Under the contract stip- 
ulation, the engines must show 7,000 indicated 
horse-power for four consecutive hours, which 
is expected to result in over eighteen knots 
speed.

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NEW YORK’'S BIG BLAZE, 


Several Large Elevators and Other Large 
Buildings Destroyed. 

New York, April 19.—The biggest and 
fiercest fre New Yorkers have witnessed in 
this gon¢ration swept the east bank of North 
river today clear from Fifty-niuth street to 
what would be called Sixty-fifth street, if the 
Street ranto the river. It destroyeds more 

han a million anda half of property belong- 
ing tothe New York Central railroad 
and at least haif a wmiilion dollars’ 
worth of stores of lard, flour and 
the like, belonging to other persons—notably 
N. K. Fairganks, the great Chicago lard mer- 
chant—destroyed the two big elevators, A and 
*B, of the Vanderbilt system, a big brick build- 
ing stretehing from Fifty-ninth street to Six- 
tieth street and occupied jointly by the Fair- 
banks iard refinery and Rossiter’s store, and 
wiped out the dock property of the New York 
Central sy8tem from Fifty-ninthto past Six- 
ty-fifth street. 

JUMPING FROM WINDOWS. 

At last one man was killed in his headiong 
flight from the fire at tbe first outbreak. A 
number were injured jumping from the win- 
dows of the burning building, but in the wild 
terror of the tremendous conflagration no 
account was kept of them. The police havea 
record of the following casualities: Henry 
Brenning, Workman in Fairbanks’s refinery, 
killed by jumping from a. three story 
window; Charles Brown, severe injuries 
about the head from the same source; 
William d. Noble, fireman of engine No. 2, 
prostrated by the heat while at work at the 
foot of Fifty-uinth street; Edward H. Tobin, 
fireman, likewise prostrated by heat. 

Rumors were flying around all the evening 
that anumber of workmen had been caught 
and burned in Fairbanks’s refinery, but it was 
impossible to learn the truth of them.

, Outlook Good,

improvement in business, though moderate ia 
amount, and rather in the volume o' transaction 
than in profits. Yet 1m some directions the outloe« 
grows less satisfactory every week, and dishearien- 
went and uncertainty in a few important branches 
all trades in some degree. Crop prospects brighten 
steadily. Lower prices result in lurgely tnereased 
= Mooey is abundant, the treasury is pouring 

treely, and there arc no signs of pressure from 
road, 

Railroad carnings are increasing, yet fatiures in 
some important branches of trade are numerotis. 
Collections are generally slower than usual. [ron 
and leather interests are embarrassed by production 
largely exceeding the present demand. 

Keports from interior centers of trade are most 
uniformly favorable, indicatm: a moderate but 
steady improvement. 

At Kansas Clty wet weather has somewhat affect- 
ed trade and collections, and at Pittsburg the slow 
movement and weakness in prices of iron and steel 
prose. glass and coal affects business generally, 

ut at Cievelaud more inquiry for iron ore is report- 
ed and better feeling is manifest, Similar influ- 
ences doubtless account, in part, for the general 
duliness et Philade'phia, though the grocery, pro- 
vision and cattle markets there ere fairly active. 
THE WOOL MARKET 
is waiting, the old supply is nearly cxhanusted, and 
the new wool being not as yet available in any 
quantity, prices are mostly nominal, but the avers 
age for 101 grades and qualities nearly halfa cent 
ower. 
The direct influence of depression in the fron and 
steel business is ‘arge, but it lias a still greater moral 
influence because of the current impression that the 
rice or consumption of pig iron afferds a reliable 
rometer of the general condition of business. It 
isevident that this impression must be modified in 
some measure in times like this, when consumptiou 
ior rails has declined cnormousiy.

Autocrat of the Pension Bureau. 

Corporal. ‘Lanner, who holds the position 
of pension commissioner by virtue of his 
being the most earnest champion of pen- 
gion extravagance in the United States, is, 
in the administration of that office, as- 
tounding even those who believe that the 
country ought to be bankrupted, if neces- 
erry, to pension every man, woman and 
child who had any connection with the 
union army during the late war. 

Iie has, soto speak, taken the bit in his 
mouth, and isrunning the office indepen- 
dent of precedent and of any other principle 
than that the surplus must be emptied into 
the pockets of-all those who want pensions, 
whether deserving them or not. 

Only a few days ago he made a decision 
that willtake several million dollars annu- 
ally out of the treasury, in ordering that 
the mothers of runaway slaves who were 
injured while in service in the federal ariny 
should recelye pensions, as having been de- 
prived of a means of support. And now 
comes another decision even more absurd. 
The pension commissioner has, in his ap- 
plication of one of the pension rules, vir- 
tually decided that whenever any soldier 
who served in the late war dies of delirium 
tremens, those dependent on him should be 
pensioned, because, he argues, the inference 
of the Jaw is that he contracted his love for 
liquor as a soldier, and that as he died from 
the effects of drinking, the deprivation of 
his family of their means of support-is the 
clear resuit of his service as a soldier. 

If Corporal Tanner continues the work 
he has begun the country will not be both- 
ered about the surplus very long. But the 
trouble confronting the corporal is that he 
is going even too fast for a republican ad- 
ministration, and the probability is that the 
president will probably find it necessary to 
pull him inif he continues his present gait.

That of the whites ts in the nature of 
a protectorate—to put the matter broadly— 
and is not in any sense political or sec- 
tional. 

If the restless and busy north will permit 
the south—the whites and the blacks—to 
work out by themselves whatever problems 
or questions there may be, the whole coun- 
try will be much the better for it: for the 
remedy, so far as the south is concerned, 
will be found in equal and exact justice to 
all men of both races, and in an adjustment 
of race differences honorable and pleasant 
to both blacks and whites. 

But if the matter is given over to politics 
and to party contentions, as it has been, 
the southern question becomes a problem 
indeed, and a very serious one. 

Ea RI iN mit? 
The Rights of Criminals. 

A very absurd bill is now pending in the 
New York legislature. 

The bill empowers the police of New York 
City to lock up all known criminals during 
the centennial celebration. 

Such a bill should not be allowed to be- 
come a law. -Asthe New York Sun puts 
it,a precedent would be established under 
which persons thought to be criminals 
might be locked up on any holiday, Sundays 
included. 

A man suspected of crime has certain 
rights. When he is behaving himself he 
has asmuch right to enjoy a holiday as any 
other man. 

Under the proposed law blundering po- 
licemen would lock upalot of innocent 
poor men. Personal liberty would be 
trampled upon, and the weak and helpless 
would suffer. It isbetter to err on the side 
of liberty. If a shabby-looking outcast who 
is not wanted“for any specific créme takes a 
holiday let him enjoy it. 
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The Germans In a Bad Humor. 

The Bismarckian press of Germany is 
already taking a hand inthe settlement of 
the Samoan difficulty. 

Among our commissioners appointed to 
visit Berlin are Messrs. Bates and Sewall. 
The former made himself obnoxious to the 
Germans by his Samoan article in the Cen- 
tury magazine, and the latter had the mis- 
fortune to be consul-general atSamoa. The 
two commissioners have expressed them- 
selves very freely upon the matters in dis- 
pute between the two governments, but as 
they are acquainted with the facts of the 
ease, it isto be presumed that they can 
verify their statements. 

It has occurred to Prince Bismarck and 
his editors that something can be made by 
bulldozing and villitying our commission- 
ers. No greater mistake could be made. 
Much may be done with an American rep- 
resentative in a foreign land by coddling 
him, but abuse and arrogance will not cause 
him to‘yield an inch. 

Messrs. -Bates and Sewall, if they are 
typical Americans, will not lose their heads 
on account of a few newspaper squibs, and 
they doubtless have a proper contempt for 
the servile journalists who edit their news- 
papers to suit the -moods of the iron chan- 
cellor.

Let to struggle 
alone with extreme poverty in raising her 
fatheriess children, she, in afit of despair and ins 
discretion, placed this poor child as a sewing girl, 
when quite young, in a den of iniquity, where her 
innocent life was forever blighted and where the 
indelibie stain of sname should forever place her 
beyond the pale of respectability. She was young, 
(only seventeen) beautiful, delicate in form and 
feature, well educated forone so young, being a 
great reader, and was unusually bright and intellis 
gent. She possessed that refinement of manner 
which might, under favorable circumstances, have 
made her a favorite insociety. But the possibilities 
of life are all over now with this poor giri; her young 
life ended_in a bagnio—her frail body has found a 
resting place in the potters’ field, and her spirit, let 
us hope, has found eternal rest in the presence of 
Him who said, * Neither do 1 condemn thee; go and 
sin no more.”’

The report that Robert Lewis Stevenson is 
dying at Honolulu will carry sadness to two hemis- 
pheres. hie would be mourned as greater men are 
not.

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RAILROAD BUILDING THIS YEAR. 


The Demands for New Roads Forcing Their 
Completion, 

Cuicaco, April 12.—The Railway age in its 
issue tomorrow, will present elaborate tables showing 
the number of miles of railway projected during the 
three months of the present year to March 31. It 
will say: “The fact that many and perhaps most of 
the great companies had given assurance to each 
other that they would not engage in competitive 
construction this year; the hostility toward railways 
indicated in several several state legisiatures; the 
great falling off in earnings in nearly all the roads, 
and perhaps, more than all, the reported determi- 
nation of the eastern financial agents to discourage 
the floating of new securities, ailseem to the general 
public to warrant the belief that little raiiway builds 
ing would be witnessed during the present year, But 
those who have made a deeperand more detailed 
examination of the opportunities and needs for 
railways in this yast country have seen that this 
reneralization was being refuted by the demands of 
nnumerable localties for additional transportation 
facilities. g While the hands of the great rajlway 
compani@@piave not been seen very often in pro- 
ject for covering their territories with competitive 
lines, asin several previous years, their absence 
has not only failed to put the expected quietous 
upon railway buildings, but the number of new 
enterprises seem already to be greater than for 
the same period in any other year of the country’s 
history, with possihly two or three éxceptions.’’ 
The Age then presents a table in detail showing 
that 660 new lines, with an aggregate contemplated 
mileage of 5,456 miles, have been projected since 
January ist, last: that on these lines 1,818 miles are 
under construction or contract, 9.617 are survered 
and 29,001 are incorporated or projected. The table 
also shows the amount of work under contemnpla- 
tion in varioussections ofthe country. Maine, New 
Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Js- 
land, New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Maryland and West Virginia are grouped 
as New Engiand and eastern states; Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Tennessee and Kens 
tucky as southern states; Ohio, Michigan, Indiana, 
Illinois, Wisconsin, as central northern states; 
Minnesota, Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, Wyomin 
and Montana as northwestern § states; Misgouri, 
Indian Territory, Arkansas, Texas and Colorado as 
southwestern states and Nevada. California, New 
Mexico, Colorado, Idaho, Utah, Washington Ter 
ritory Pacific coast states. 

Under this division tabular showing fs as follows: 

Twelve New Eugland and eastern states—number 
lines, 155; total miles contemplated, 5,090; under 
construction or contract, 1,l40; surveyed, 1,674; in- 
corporated or projected, 2,574. 

Ten southern siates—number lines, 188; total 
miles contemplated, 12,855; under construction or 
contract, 4,444; surveyed, 1,536; incorporated or pro- 


jected, 6,679. 


Five central northern states—number lines, §0; 
total miles contemplated, 5,238; under construction 
or contract, 1,921; surveyed, 586; incorporated or 
projected, 2,431. 

Seven northwestern stafes—number lines, 107; 
total miles contemplated, 12,992; under construction 
or contract, 2,789; surveyed, 2,051; incorporated or 
projected, 5,172, 

Five southwestern states—number lines, 87; total 
miles contemplated, 11,502; under construction or 
contract, 2,771; surveyed, 2,036; incorporated or 
projected, 6,743, 

Seven Pacific coast states—number lines, 49; total 
lines contemplated, 5,815, under construction or 
contract, 1.808; surveyed, 1,832; incorporated or 
projected, 2,709. 

The article continues: ‘The fact that in the first 
three months of the year only new lines represent- 
ing over 58,000 miles have been brought to public 
notice and their construction is urged, and to a 
large extent is probable, isan impressive evidence 
of the enormous fleld tor railway 
enterprises which the United States 
still affords. The mileage proposed in 
these three months is equal to one-third of the en- 
tire railway mileage of the country now in opera- 
tion, and yet in the projection and inauguration of 
other lines still going on atan equally rapid rate, 
and the prospect is that the roads projected and in 
various stages of development duwing 1889, will 
oxceed the mileage of our entire present completed 
system. How many of these enterprises will fail 
entirely, or will drag along through years, of 
course, cannot now be told. The great fact remains 
for consideration that the map of our couptry 
shows apparent room for all these enterprises,Jand 
for many more.

Where the Jew Gets Justice. 
Special by Cable to the Republic. 

Lonpon, April 6.—The Wort, an ultramon- 
tane Catholic journal of Luxemburg, recently pub- 
lished a statement that the Talmud declared that 
the principles of moraiity have no meaning for non- 
Jews and that therefore Jews might rightly de- 
ceive, rob and in any way plunder those who were 
not Jews. The paper was prosecuted and sought to 
establish the truth ofits statement by quotations 
from numerous writers. The manistrate eventually 
condemned the Wort to pay a fine of 400 marks for 
publishing a statement calculated to injure a recog- 
nized religion of the state. The fine was exacted 
immediately on the announcement of the decision. 
The reasons given for the judgment were that the 
article was injurious, whether the Talmud con~ 
tained the alleged doctrines or not, and that the 
question of the truth of the Wort’s statement could 
not be raised. Thisisa remarkably favorable de- 
cision for the Jews and has considerably raised 
thelr spirits which has been depressed by the gen- 
eral ideas of the policy of the present emperor of 
Germaby.

He is Wanted at Seneca, 8 C., for Murder—He 
Shoots at a Woman Last Night on Castleberry 


a Negro Boy. 


The police were badly treated yesterday. 

A negro murderer, all the way from Central, 
8. C., took possession of Castleberry street last 
night, fired all the cartridges in two pistols and 
then disappeared. 

The police have been quietly looking out for 
him for two or three days past, and a number 
of possible clews have been eagerly taken hold 
of and traced up. Disappointment only in- 
creased the anxiety of the police to find the 
murderer, and even the supernumeraries were 
on the lookout. 

The negro is Clayton Billups... The murder 
was done in Central, 8. C., on the night of 
April 17th, ata negro dance. Billups killed 
one negro and wounded two others. He has 
been for some time past in the employ of the 
Richmond and Danyille and is known here in 
Atlanta. 

The facts were stated in a communication to 
the police from the mayor of,gSeneca, Mr. 
T. W. Folger. 

The police have looked hard for him. 

Last night about nine o’clock, in the little 
brick house at the corner of Castleberry street 
and the East Tennessee railroad, twelve shots 
were heard in quick succession. They were 
fired at regular intervals, and the firing lasted 
for about half a minute. 

Women and children were heard scream- 
ing, and the excitement amongst the negro 
neighbors amounted toa panic. 

Sergeant Curtwright and his two Peters 
street patrolmen were on the spot within two 
minutes after the shooting. In the excite- 
ment the negro that did the shootivg had dis- 
appeared, 

‘‘There’s his partner,’’ remarked a negro 
woman to a patrolman. 

‘Whose partner ?”’ 

“Ole Clayton Billups.” 

‘How do you ceow tt was Clayton Billups?” 

“Dont I know Calyton Billups w’at runs on 
de Air-line? He’s done killed three or four 
niggers over in South Carolina and he had to 
run away from there.’’ 

The darkey referred to as Billups’s ‘‘partner”’ 
is John Henry Allen, another employe of the 
Richmond and Danville. It seems that he 
has been helping to conceal Billups, and sup- 
plying him with whatever was needed. 

He is booked on the docket as a ‘‘suspect. 

As soon as it became known at headquarters 
that the negro was Clayton Billups, a posse 
was organized to aid the Peters street patrol- 
men, but Billups had disappeared as mysteri- 
ously as if the earth had swallowed him up. 
Only one of the twelve shots fired had taken 
effect. This struck a small negro boy in the 
breast, glancing as;it struck the collar bone. 
All twelve shots were fired at a negro wo- 
man. 

Billups was drunk.
